Nephew of G. W. Cook Died From 


Burns Shortly 
After 
Little

Mr. G. VV*. Cook, who lives four 


and one-half miles northeast of Se­ 


th* I ia, is home 
from 
Portsmouth, 
Ohio, where he went to be af the 
bedside of his mother, who died 
after his arrival there.

was made 
doubly 
sad by a 
terrible and pitiable accident to his 
iwo Iii tie nephews, which resulted 
in the death of one, a boy aged 
live, and serious and painful burns 
to a 
younger boy, aged two. 
Tile 
boys 
were sons of the late 
C. H. 
Fenstem acher, a former resident of 
Sedalia, who was employed as a 
machinist at the Missouri Pacific 
shops about eight or ten years ago. 
I he story of what is probably 
one of the most unusual series of 
tragedies and sorrows in one home 
in history is best told in the fol­ 
lowing, taken from I he Portsmouth 
(Ohio) Daily Times of Wednesday: 
“I prayed all the while from the 
time I was told how terribly he 
was burned until they told me of 
his death, that the Lord would take 
him and keep him from suffering,” 
said Mrs. C. H. Fenstemacher, mo­ 
ther of George Fenstemacher, aged 
5 veals, who died at 4:15 Tuesday 
afternoon, after being burned in a 
gasoline 
explosion 
about 
2 :30 
o ’clock. 
His brother, Roy, aged 2 
years, who was also burned, is not 
seriously injured. 
The badly charred body was re­ 
moved 
immediately 
to Daehler’s 
mortuary and prepared for burial. 
This afternoon at I o ’clock a dou 
hic funeral will be held from th* 
George Cook home, 1507 Offnere 
street,

Cook, 
who 
passed away Monday morning be­ 
ing the grandmother of the burned 
boy. 
The remains of the child will 
be taken to the Cook home shortly

The accident in which the boy 
lost his life is one of the sadden 
affairs in Portsmouth and occurred

Burns sustained when a can of gas 
oline exploded resulted in the death 
of George, aged 5, at 4:15 p. in. 
Roy, aged 2, is resting easy. 
Little George had always loved 
to play with tire and Tuesday aft 
ernoon

o ’clock 
started 
burning waste paper, as his mother 
had let him do many times while 
she watched him. 
This time Mrs. 
Fenstem acher was busy sew ing in 
her sitting room. 
The boys had secured 
a 
large 
basket of paper and to make u 
burn more quickly and to send up 
a higher blaze George took a small 
can of gasoline preparation from a 
small cupboard on the back porch 
and was using it on the paper. The 
gasoline preparation had been giv 
en Mrs. Fenstem acher by Mrs. L. J 
Hopper when the Hoppers moved 
from the city som e months ago. 
Iii som e manner the can of gas­ 
oline caught lire 
and 
exploded, 
scattering the burning fluid over 
the boys.
